The visitor went to the address 
given, found that the things were 
needed, that the woman had no means 
of getting them, and that her husband 
was " in trouble" in Brooklyn. " In 
trouble," the neighbor said, nieanl 
"in jail." It came out after a few 
days that there was another child, a 
boy of three, who was living with an 
old blind uncle, or rather, win 

allowed to exist in Ihe old man's 
room, because his mother eared noth- 
ing for him and neglected him so 
shamefully. He was at once looked 
ii(>, and was found to be a bright, 
handsome little fellow, with hie; 

brown eyes and a clear olive skin, but 

Buffering from an injury of which no 

care had been taken, and SO Strangely 
silenl that the visitor at once suspecl 
ed that he was deaf and dumb. The 
lirst thing to be done was to put him 
under medical treatment, and without 
delay be was taken to tlm Post 
Graduate Hospital. Here he h, 
(he pel of ihe children's ward, hi 
such a Winning baby, and wilh re 
turning health his eyes shone brighter 
and his cheeks became round ami 
Still he did not speak, and one 
day a visitor from the Deaf and 
Dumb Institution was asked I 
and sec him, and pronounced him a 
deaf-mute.

thod, pure and oral are, therefore, the 
adjuncts of the subslatil ive method. 

Pure oral method does not require the 

introduction of a hyphen between 
/•in- and Oral, as by the allusion to 
the ab ive mentioned phrase, the tall 
i/tirfr mountains. 15ut, in other 
words, it is often used as a compounded 

word, ami with the hyphen the ex- 
pression: "pure-oral method" sounds 
better.

ItaniUII, in hi* " Life of Jefferson," says 
" Henry arose with mi unearthly five burn- 
ing in l)iK eye. lie commenced wnuenlmi 
chIioIv — Imt the smolliered excitement begun 
more mid more to pliiy upon his features and 
thrill in the tunes of liis voice. The leu 
doosofhls neck stood out white and rigid 
like whipcords. His voice rose louder and 
louder until the walls of the building and 
all within them seemed to n\vay mid rock in 
its tremendous vibrations. Kinally his pale 
fnceHiid glaring eye became terrible to look 
upon. Men leaned forward in their seats 
with their heads strained forward, thai I 
laces pale and their eves glaring like ihe 
speakers." To continue the account we will 
QUOtS John Koan, for he better describes the 
delivery • Henry's closing words were 
' It is vain, sir, lo extenuate the matter 
llenien may cry peace, peace, — but there is 
no pence.

Why stand we here idle? What is it the 
gentlemen wish 1 W'liat would they have Y 
Is life so dear, or peace ho sweet as to be 
purchased at the price ©f chains and slavery?'

condition of the colony under the iron heel 
of military depoliBm, he rose proudly and 
exclaimed, ' but as for me' and the words 
hissed through his clenched teeth, while his 
IkkIv was strained hack, and every muscle 
and tendon was strained against the fetters 
which lanind him, with hi* countenance dis- 
torted by agony and rage, he I. Hiked for s 
moment like baopooa in a death-struggle 
with coiling serpents i then the loud, clear, 
triumphant noma 'give me liberty' electrified 
(he assembly.
